Power  Of  Press  Amazing 

If  the  Chicago  Tribune’s  editorials  could  win  campaigns 
as  fast  and  as  easily  as  two  of  the  TRUMPET’S  did  this  week, 
the  Republicans  would  be  in  office  tomorrow.  Never  before 
has  the  power  of  the  press  proved  so  great  as  during  the 
past  three  days.  Though  never  published,  never  read,  these 
editorials  brought  about  the  desired  results  almost  im¬ 
mediately  after  they  were  written. 

In  detail,  here  is  the  entire  story.  In  response  to  numer¬ 
ous  student  gripes  about  the  road  behind  North  hall,  a  pre¬ 
liminary  investigation  was  carried  on  Tuesday.  According 
to  all  indications,  nothing  would  be  done  about  the  road  since 
it  does  not  belong  to  the  city.  An  editorial  was  in  the  making. 
At  4  p.m.  Wednesday,  the  finished  editorial  was  jerked  from 
the  typewriter.  At  *4:02  p.m..  President  Becker  entered  the 
office  and  announced  that  the  road  would  be  repaired  “just 
as  soon  as  possible.”  At  4:03,  the  editorial  was  stamped 
“Success"  and  filed  away. 

Additional  investigation  that  evening  and  the  next  morn¬ 
ing  disclosed  that  the  campus  pond  was  in  its  most  deplorable 
condition  since  three  years  ago  when  a  group  of  practical 
jokers  stocked  it  with  a  school  of  Cedar  river  carp.  Another 
editorial  was  on  its  way.  At  2  p.m.  Friday,  this  masterpiece 
left  the  typewriter.  Less  than  an  hour  later,  signs  were  posted, 
announcing  that  the  freshmen  women  were  to  clean  the  pond 
Saturday  morning.  At  3:30  p.m.  this  editorial  was  stamped 
and  filed. 

Immediately  the  editors  began  looking  around  again.  How¬ 
ever,  after  an  editorial  board  conference,  it  was  decided  to 
play  safe  and  keep  a  perfect  record  for  the  week.  Conse¬ 
quently.  no  third  campaign  was  adopted.  At  5:30  p.m.  (Friday) 
the  editors  shook  hands.

Are  We  Afraid  Of  Realism? 

Should  the  modem  American  realistic  novel  be  classified  as  art 
or  as  filth?  That's  the  kind  of  controversy  that  has  been  raging 
ever  since  such  shocking  novels  as  "The  Naked  and  the  Dead,"  "From 
Here  to  Eternity"  and  "Knock  on  Any  Door"  gained  best-seller  rec¬ 
ognition. 

Critics  of  the  modern  novel,  among  them  many  religious  leaders, 
claim  that  the  profanity  and  obscenities  that  are  found  in  today’s 

world  need  not  be  put  down  in  print  in  order  to  paint  a  realistic  picture  petite  eternal.  He  snarls 
of  human  life.  They  assert  that  the  modern  novel  questions  the 
moral  foundations  of  our  society  and  the  higher  values  of  life.

How,  he  asks,  can  the  future 
leaders  of  our  country  be  a  dynamic  influence  in  the  world 
about  them  if  they  have  no  real  knowledge  of  our  social  problems? 

True,  the  language  in  “Naked  and  the  Dead”  is  revolting.  Yet 
ask  any  G.L  and  you  will  find  that  it's  just  the  kind  of  language  many 
of  our  soldiers  use.  And  there  is  often  a  materialistic — even  cynical — 
philosophy  behind  these  modem  novels.  But  most  students  have 
or  will  come  into  contact  with  cynacism,  and  true  Christian  higher 
education  builds  faith  on  foundations  firmer  than  ignorance. 

We  here  at  Wartburg  are  educating  men  and  women  for 
Christian  leadership  in  tomorrow's  towns,  rural  communities, 
governments  and  in  the  army.  The  social  worker  who  reads 
“Knock  on  Any  Door"  will  gain  a  fuller  knowledge  of  the  chal¬ 
lenges  to  be  found  in  his  chosen  field.  The  pre-theological  student 
who  plans  to  join  the  army  as  a  chaplain  will  not  be  completely 
disillusioned  if  he  reads  "The  Naked  and  the  Dead"  first. 

Though  many  modern  writers  spin  yarns  that  are  almost  completely 
void  of  the  most  important  things  in  life,  today’s  college  student  can 
read  their  stories  with  a  worthwhile  educational  and  maturing  in¬ 
fluence.
